WASHINGTON, D. C., June 27.—Advices 
received from the Maine convention indicate 
the probable renomination of Plaisted. Ohio 


members have advices the situa- 
tion there is very grave for 
the Republicans. The temperance 


trouble is supplemented by much bitterness 
in the Republican in several Congressional 
districts, particularly Updegrat’s. Charges 
are made that J. W. Fralick, of Philadel-

but he was ready to go if called. 
Mrs. Scoville and her little daughter

Mr. McLane contended that, as the state- 
ment intimated that the gentleman from 
Texas (Reagan) had been imposed upon, a 
question of privilege was raised, and it was 
not competent for obje be raised 
against consideration of the bill. 

The Speaker took a contrary view. 

Mr. Page said: without intending to 
reflect upon anybody, he desired to state 
the Committee on Commerce found itself 
embarrassed by the fact that the army bill 
had passed the House, and he deemed it just 
to the committee that the House should con- 
sent to pass the bill as it came from the 
committee. : 

Mr. Van Voorhies—For the last week the 
newspapers had been filled with publications 
such as theone I now send to the clerk’s 
desk. I do not blame the newspapers, because 
the falsehoods in them emanated 
from some member or members of 
the Committee on Commerce. There 
never was a falser chaße made than 
that I designed to deceive anybody in the 
passage of the bill of such momentous im- 
portance to the country. He then sent to the 
clerk’s desk and had read as “a specimen 
brick,” an article in the Chicago Tribune al- 
luding to his action as a **high-handed out- 
rage.“ Continuing, he ssid the provision 
of this bill, which is complained of, was one 
of the highest publle concern. I believe 
every patriotic member of the House, if he 
will read the bill and examine the authority 
and facts, will see tnis fourth section ought to 
be passed exactly as it is. Just as 
the Evening Post said the other day that 
if the committee did not recommend that 
section it ought to have reccommended it. 
There was no money it. There was no poli- 
ties in it. It was simply a question of public 
benefit and public good. I stand here ready 
to defend myself against all comers. I do not 
fear the face of mortal man on such a ques- 
tion-as this. No man canimpugn my veracity 
and my integrity and get out 
of this House unrebuked. Ia the 
concluding portion of Van Voorhes remarks 
he made an attack upon Reagan, character- 
izing his conduct as sneaking, and the sccu- 
sations of the gentleman from Texas as of 
meffable meanness. , 

Mr. Hammond immediately demanded that 
the words be taken down, and offered a reso- 
lution declaring the language unparliament- 
ary and should receive the censure of the 
House. 

Mr. Van Voorhis withdrew the offensive 
remarks, claiming that he did not know they 
were unparliamentary, whereupon Mr. Ham- 
mond, with 1il-corcealed sarcasm, stating it 
would be cruel in such circumstances to 
press the resolution, withdrew it, and Reagan 
took the floor to reply to Van Voorhis. 

At the conclusion of Reagan’s xemarks 
which were very severe upon Van Voorhis’ 
action, the House passed, without division, 
the bill to regulate immigration as agreed 
upon bythe Committee on Commerce and 
then proceeded to consideration of the bill to 
reduce iaternal revenue taxation. 


DEATH AND DESTRUCTION 


Dealt Out by the Cyclone in ite Cavort- 
ing Career. 
7.—The papers are bur- 


CHICAGO, June 27 
dened with reports of storme, cyclones, 


floods and winds, so general in character and 
so similar in having wrought damage to the 
crops thatthe conclusionis irresistible that 
the greatest injury has been inflicted that 
wasever done by irruptive storms. There 
has been also, inj addition to injury to the 
scrops, great loss in cattle, to fences and out- 
houses, and not a little loss of life. 
Butler county, Neb., was devastated 
by a tornado Sunday. A number of people 
were killed, much stock lost, small crops 
destroyed. The path of the storm was ten 
miles wide. Damage estimated at $50,000. 
In the vicinity ot Verona, Iowa, the streams 
raised toa great height. The fields. were 
completely inundated, and bridges and 
siuices carried away. Many farmers have 
abandoned the idea of raising enough corn to 
feed. Oats are materially injured, many 
fields being red with rust, and the outlook 
for a crop is fifty per cent worse than 
ten days ago. The disastrous 


storms in Wisconsin mea, 4 the 
line of the Hannibal and St. Joe Railroad 
blew down—thirty miles of telegraph wire 
about Brookfield. There is a bad washout 
on the Quincy, Missouri and Pacific and 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. Trains are 
delayed by washouts and unsafe bridges. Al- 
most a cyclone visited Galesburg Sunday 
night, and although the damage was not 
great, the neighboring county was severely 
visited. The Illinois River is out of its banks. 
Bottom farming for this year is impossible. 
The railroads generaliy have suffered much 
loss, but no severe mishaps have occurred 
to trains on account of the carefulness of the 
management. Tha telegraph wires are twist- 
ed, torn and grounded in every direction. In 
Nebraska the storm traveled 400 miles in six 
hours, being from North Platte te Omaha. 
Yesterday noon a black cloud and hot, dark 
atmosphere scared the people of Atchison, 
Kansas; but although the most dangerous- 
looking clouds formed overthe city, only a 
few of the ordinary casualties to roofs, lum- 
ber-piles, fences, etc., ensued. Part of the 
storm struck Kerwin, Kas., aud completely 
carried away buildings, churches, barns and 
residences. 4 

At Talmadge, Marysville, Avocaand other 
points the storm wrought destruction. Three 
men were killed at Talmadge. The crops 
were leveled im all directions. At St. Joseph, 
Mo., the depot wes unroofed, and at 
Laihrop several houses razed tothe ground. 
The damage to the crops in Nebraska 
amounts, according to differentestimates, to 
a hundred thousand to a quarter of a 
million. The loss in Omaha is estimated at 
$30,000. The loss about Geneseo, III., is 
about $15,000. The great bulk of the losses 
seem to have been on the farmers and are very 
slow in coming to light. 


In Kansas. 
ATCHISON, Kas., June 27.—A tornado 
passed through the State last night. In this 
city it uprooted trees, demolished chimneys 
and barns and scattered lumberin all direc. 
tions. At White Cloud, Kas., it pros- 
trated four buildings and blew 


the section boss into the river. 

The wind 
raised the roof from the depot and set it down 
square across the building. At Kerwin,Kas., 
several churches, residences and barns were | 


demolished. At Talmage, Kansas 
fifteen freight cars were blown 
from the siding onto the main track.

died, and killed three out ofthe five. At 
Avoca, three miles from Talmage, five houses 
were prostrated.

In Rome, as 
many of your readers are aware, there are 
palaces filled with treasures of art, gathered 
together century after century, and guarded 
with proud and jealous care by their present 
posressors. But few, any, of 
these palaces contain objects of greater value 
or interest than those which were lately 
accumulated inthe princely house’ of the 
Hamiitous, in Lanarkshire, and are at this 
moment in the custody of the auctioneers. 
Many of the Hamiltons have held high posi- 
tions in the State—they have been Ministers, 
Plepipotentiaries and Ambassadors, and it 
sometimes fell to their lot to recefve presents 
from the monarchs near whom they served, 
as marks of the :espect which their charac- 
ters inspired. All these presents—family 
heirlooms which almost any man, no matter 
how little family he might havein his com- 
position, would consider it something like a 
sacrilege to part with—are now 
to be knocked down to -the 
highest bidder.. Thus it is with 
80 many famous collections. Generation after 


ing them, they become like so many visible 
landmarks in a nation’s history, besides re- 
calling all that is great or noble in family 
— Rats then, there comes a reckless, 
rofligate or besotted heir, who sets no store 
y them except in so far as they supply the 
means of enabling him to induige in his mad 
passions, or to repair the ruin in which his 
vices have already encompassed him. 
No one of ordinarily decent feeling can 
regard witbout 2 the conduct of a man 
who, with an in@ome of over $100,000 a year, 
ha overwhelmed himself with debt to such an 
extent that every book, picture, plate, chair 
or memorial belonging to his ancestors must 
now be bundled into the auctioneer’s room. 
It is true that the present Duke oi Hamilton 
knows and cares nothing about art in any 
form, and that for the relics of his ancestors 
he has about as much respect as Charlies Sur- 
face had for the family pictures. When a 
man wants money,” says Sheridan’s scape- 
grace, where the plague should he get 
assistance, if he can’t make free with his 
own relations?” And that, no doubt, is the 
philosophy of the foolish and’ worthless 
personage whom fate bas made Duke 
of Hamilton. In one of the cases in 
Messrs. Christie’s rooms yesterday I saw a 
small portraitin an old gilt frame. It is 
thus described in the catalogue. “Lot 61. 
Holbein. Portrait of a Knight of the Garter 
small whole length, with a dog, inscribe

back, both as Prince and King.“ The best 
spark of that sentiment wh ch is supposed to 
be strong in the breasts of ali gentiemea 
would have saved tbis relic of a brave and ill - 
fated man from the auctioneer’s hammer. In 
days when chivalry was not vet dead there 
was a Murquis of Hamilton who carried the 
sword of state before Kiog Charles I. on his 
coronation, and who remained true to bis: 
master’s fortunes to the last. He led the army 
which fought so hard at Preston in 1648, and 
in 1649 his nead was cut off in Palace Yard. 
It was this Marquis to whom the ill-fated 
King gave the little picture which 1 
noticed under the glass case yesterday, and 
one can easily imagine with what interest 
and respect every Hamilton since, down to 
the person who at presert bears the title, 
has gazed upon the memorial of fidelty and 
valor. Buta man who was one of the lead- 


ers of the set which brought the Marquis of } 


Hastings to ruin and the grave is ndt very 
likely tounderstand the feelings which led 
the Marquis of two centuries and a half ago 
to be faithful to his trustand to remember 
the honor of his race. 

This sale, or the cireumstances connected 
with it, has apparently scandaiized even the 


Hamilton’s class. When a man is forced by 
unavoidable misfortunee to sell every stick 


say that itis a great pity and pass on. But 
in this case an utterly reckless and unscru- 
pulous man has plunged into difficulties, not 
one of which is free from discredit and notone 
ef which might not have been avoided. I 
have heard many estimates given of the 
amount of the Duke’s debts, and there cannot 
be any doubt that they must be placed 
at between two and three millions sterling. 
The notorious M. Padwick was one of his 
chief creditors, and the estate} of course 
holds himin the same position. The sum 1 
have mentioned is prodigious, but so bas 
been the Duke’s capacity for getting rid of 
money. How, it may be asked, can such 
debts as his be incurred? The fact is that no 
device ever yet discovered for accumulating 
debt has been neglected by the present Duke. 
Horse-racing and other gambiing debts ac- 
count for a good deal of the money, and 
usurious loans account for almost as much. 
And the noble edifice which the Duke has 
reared has been many years in hand, for he 
was firstreaily hard hit,” as the sayiag 
goes, at tbe time when ‘the late (and last) 
Marquis of Hastings made his fina! chute into 
the abyss of disaster. The present Duke of 
Hamilton did not end his life at that time, 
unfortunately for those who are to succeed 
him, and every year which has passed away 
since has seen the mountain of his liabilities 
grow higher and biacker than ever. He ex- 
pects to raise, Iam told, at least half a mil- 
lion by this sale, which is to continue till the 
20th of J ee including the books, which 
are to be disposed of by another firm of auc- 
tioneers.

ANOTHER CRANK. 


The Singular Book of an Ex-Member of 
Congress. 
**@ath’? in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Ignatius Donnelly, who alleged that all the 
Wasbburns were born with M. P.’’ stamp- 
ed on them, has published a singular book 
called Atlantis, the Antediluvian World,” 
designed to demonstrate that there once ex- 
isted in the Atlantic ocean, opposite the 
mouth of the Mediterranean Sea, a large 
isiand, which was the remnant of the At- 
lantic Continent; that the description of this 
island by Plato was no fable, and that it 
was the place where man first rose to civili- 
zation, and became a mighty nation, whose 
emigrants populated the shores of the Gulf 
of Mexico, the Amazon,the Pacific, the Med- 
iterranean, the Atlantic and the Caspian Seas; 
that it was the true antediluvian world, the 
Garden of Eden, the gardens of Asperes, 
the Elysian fields; .and the ancient gods 
were only kings of Atlantis, which had sun 
worship; and the Atlantians first colonized 
first manufaclured iron, suggested 

the Phenician alphabet and were tne great 


’ Indo-European race; that Atlantis sunk into 


the ocean with everybody living on it, but a 
few people escaped on rafts and with life- 
preservers. 

The audacity with which this book is cut 
out is truiy worthy of Donnelly, while his 
theology is a melancholy refleetion on whata 
good Catholic will come to after he has been 
some years in Congress. A man with such a 
conception has no more lived in vain than 
Joseph Smith, who, conceiving that the Old 
Testament was a very effete k for a live 
country, conceived an American Old Testa- 
ment, and wrote the history of an extinct 
race, which was the original Know- Notnings; 
but from too much success, having too many 
Vanderbilts among them, fell into sin, and 
the Lord cut them all off except one man, who 
was delegated to goto Niagara Falis and write 
the history of his brethren; and the history, 
like many good manuscripts, was rejected by 
all the publishers, and buried in a hill near 
Lyons, New York, having been carved on 
brass plates; and that Smith, designing to 
start a mining company, dug in that nili and 
found the plates and a pair of old spectacies 
called the Urim and Cummin, which he wiped 
up and put on his precocious nose, and im- 
mediately knew the language in which the 
said plates were written, and thought of cail- 
ing his book Atlantis, but afterward con- 
cluded to call it Mormon. 

Smith got behind an old blanket at the 
house of his father-in-law and had two steno- 
graphers—each of whom invented nis own 
system, and of course both were different—to 
write the book out as he translated it from 
the plates. He was aware if these uncircum- 
cised men should look on the holy plates they 
would be struck blind, or dead, or drunk; aad 
the last he would not permit, although his 
father-in-law kept a tavern. The conse- 
quence was the Book of Mormor, which the 
late Brigham Young is said to have endea- 
vored to read through, but always stuck, like 
Mr. Dick when he came to that episode sbout 
Charies I. But it was not necessary for a 
man to reada whole book through in order 
to preach and found an emigration move- 
ment. So, after Joe Smith had translated 
most of the females in his community, and so 
far fell from grace as to want to run for Pre- 
sident of the United States, Brigham Young 
shouldered the task and founded Sait Lake 
City, where he would have failed but for my 
friend Captain Hooper, who took his great 
financial head into that country, and in collu- 
sion with Mr. Jennings founded the co-opera- 
tive store, and patented a trade mark called 
**Holiness to the Lord,“ which he put over 
the door thereof, and everybody concerned 
became immediately golvent. It is unneces- 
sary to continue this narrative—which, in 
fact, is now finished; but the effort of Mr. 
Donnelly seems to be somewhat in Brigham 
Young’s line.

A BOGUS SUICIDE. 


How a Jersey Minister Neatly Arranged 
and Executed the Deception. 
N From the Philadeiphia Times. 

The mystery surrounding the disappearance 
of the Rev. D. M. De Hughes, — tor of 
the Asbury Methodist Church at Westfield, 
N. J., who was reported to have committed 
suicide by jumping off a Camden ferrvboat 
on the night of Monday, August 30, 1880, has 
been soived at last. When the inhabitants of 
the little town of Westfield, which is located 
about three miles west of Riverton, in Bur- 
lington county, read in the Philadelphia 
morning papers of Tuesday. August 31, of 
the alleged drowning: of the Rev. Mr. 


shocked beyond measure and the supposed 
sad fate of the pastor furnished gossip for all 
the folks within a radius of fifteen miles. 
Though the suave and agreeable minister had 
not been located at Westfield many months 
he succeded by his pleasant manners in win- 
ning the good will of nearly ali with whom he 
came in contact, and when his friends were 
apprised of his untimely fate they were in- 
deed grievea. 5 

The story of the “suicide” is briefly thus: 
A clerical-looking gentleman, presumed to 
be the Rev. Mr. De Hughes, boarded the 
ferryboat Delaware, while it was lying at the 
foot of Delaware street, Camden, about 10 
o’clock on the right in question. He walk- 
ed to the bow of the boat and took a seat near 
the guards outside of the gentlemen’s 
cabin. Acolored man and two white men 
were the only passengers that occupied seats 
nearthe supposed minister. He appeared 
to be nervous and acted altogether in » 
strange manner. Several times he covered 
his face with a handkerchief and muttered a 
few unintelligible sentences. When the boat 
jekt the Camden side the white men with- 
drew into the cabin. Neither of the two 


men left on the bow exchanged 
4 word, and when the boat was 
about crossing the bar, abreast 


of Rideway Park, the man in black walked 
upto the negro and peered into his face. 
Thereupon the colored man went into the 
cabin aud informed some of the other pas- 
sengers tffat the fellow outside there meant 
to do away with himself.” turning hast- 
ily to the deck, it was found that the mysteri- 
ous stranger had disappeared. As the night 
was dark those that peered over the guards 
were unabie to distinguish the form of a man 
struggiing in the water. The deck hands 
hastily ran through the cabins and not finding 
the object of their search shouted: Man 
overboard!’? and cried to the pots to stop 
the boat. The man in the wheel-house, how- 
ever, refused to even slacken the speed of the 
boat and she continued oh her way to Phila- 
delphia. Thougb no one heard any splash 
when the supposed suicide p unged into the 
dark waves, everybody jumped at the con- 
clusion that the stranger had sought a watery 
grave to end his earthly troubles. 

When the boat was about entering its dock 
on this side of the river a note book, a card 
and two unsealed letters were found lying on 
a wheelbarrow near where the man sat. 
These were taken in charge by Collector Ben- 
der. The note-book had printed in it the 
name “Rev. D. M. De Hughes.” In this were 
found letters. One of them was addressed 
to Mrs. D. M. De Hughes, while the other 
bore the superscripton of George B. Lloyd, 
Cinnaminson, N.J. The card hore the name 
of Alice Watkinson, whose connection with 
the minister's disappearance is related fur- 
theron.

By His aid we can meet 
every condition and claim.“ This was in De 
Hughes“ bandwriting. 

Onthe day following this occurrence a 
Times reporter visited Westfield, and after 
a thorough investigation suffivient facts were 
learned to warrant the.publication of an arti- 
cle settingforth that the Westfield preacher 
had played the drowning dodge, like Dr. 
John Buchanan of bogus medical college 
fame, in order to desert his wife, and not 
until yesterday was it ascertained that the 
Times was right in its conjectures. 

What became of De Hughes after he left 
the bow ofthe boat can only be surmised. 
He may have jumped overboard and swam 
ashore or was pickech up by a confedérate 
with asmall boat. The most probable thing 
is that ne mounted the guards and then 
jumped to top of the cabin and lay io the 
shadow of the smokestack until the boat 
reached the dock, when he might have es- 
ciped unscen by climbing down the pilings 
on either side of the dock and got away on an 
adjoining dock.

The ex-preacher 
besought Mr. Lloyd to kindly convey to ali 
the neighbors his best wishes and that if any 
of them ever gt out as far as Waynesville he 
ould treat tuem right.

time lived, after De Hughes disippearcd, nd 
nothing has ever been heard of her since. De 
Hughes originally hailed from Dauphin coun- 
ty, tnis State. He was a man of fine address 
and particularly obliging to the ladies, whose 
company he sougat.

T he bulk of it was divided 
among less than fifteen of the twenty-eight 
‘wards of the dity, in each instance going 
to a responsible or an assumedly responsible 
and respectable Crittenden man in each ward.

The men who 
bad befouled themselves utterly in Mr. Crit- 
tenden’s service were recognized by him as 
too rank-smelling and unsightly to be taken 
care of after his election. And they were 
dropped. All of this was the result of the 
depositions in the Gundeker case, which be- 
gan amid so much hilarity and closed amid 
an ejuasliy general impression that St. Louis 
elections were conducted ina manner cal- 
culated to disgrace the -whole town 
In bis concludiag testimony, Mr. Cabell 
still trying to shield Crittenden, neglected 
many of the points which would have made 
his own defence strong before the public in 
order not to indicate the Governor-elect’s cor- 
rupt connection with the practices which se- 
cured him the St. Louis delegation to the 
State Convention. In his sworn statement 
he admits the raising of the money and its 
being sent in a package to him. He 
not asked for a receipt and he 
did not take receipts from 
those to whom he gave money. He made no 
secret of tbe fact that he distributed this 
fund, but declined to give the names of those 
to whom it was given, and he also declined 
to state who bad given it 48 to Judge 
Wickham’s nomination, Mr. Cabell testified 
that their organization was 

SOLELY IN THE INTEREST OF CRITTENDEN, 
and that as Judge Hayden, a prominent can- 
didate for the Court of Appeals bench, was 
working for Marmaduke, it became necessary 
to cast about for a judicial candidate 
who would unite with the Crittenden forces 
and thus nullify Hayden’s work for Mar- 
maduke. The caucus pitched upon Wick- 
ham as the man, and after some solicitatation 
he consented to run, and his friends made up 
asumof money which was sent to Cabell, 
and which has since transpired to have been 
about $1,500. He put the money with the 
Crittenden campaign fund and used both in- 
discriminately. Judge Wickham himself did 
not contribute one dollar or 
athorize the contribution of one dollar 
towards this fund. was all 
done by his friends. As to Russell’s state- 
ment that Cabell had offered him the nomi- 
nation for $1,500 Cabell enters a most em. 
phatic denial. He says that Russell was told 
by him that he expense ofthe canvass was 
differently figured up to cost from $500 to 
$1,500. And the figuring to which Mr. Rus- 
sell referred with much innuendo he claimed 
was simplv figuring on the number of Demo- 
cratic votes in the district in which 
an election was to be hela. The depositions 
did not result in getting any damages for Mr. 
Gundeker—be was nonsuited on January 16, 
1881—ut their mission in exposing the work- 
ings of the Crittenden caucus did not fail. It 
was shown that the seat on the appeilate 
bench was boldly put up at auction, to the 
highest bidder who would contribute to the 
Crittenden fund. It was shown that 
money was used among the very lowest 
classes of the community, who were drum- 
med up to the polls in carriages to vote for 
Crittenden delegates. It was shown that ev- 
ery ward statesman who could be bought was 
given so much money for legitimate“ ex- 


penses in his ward, the interpret - 
ation of legitimate being left 
with him and his conscience. 


It was shown, in fine, that Gov. Crittenden 
owed the support of the St. Louis delegation 
to a slush fund which was made up for Con- 
gressional services rendered, and to promises 
which were broken at soon as his tools were 
of no longer use. The subsequent history of 
the ease is not a pleasant one to gointo 
the annals of Missouri. E. Cabell was the 
organizer of bis victory and E. C. Cabell was 
the man whom the Governor took occasion 
to publicly disown and insult. The others 
who did the dirty work of the primary elec- 
tion were cast off with contempt. The whole 
story had its foundation upona stratum of 
corruption and bribery and its superstruc- 
ture is built up of broken promises and lies.

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A Shortage of a Million Bushels 
and No Stocks Here. 


J. B. Oliver, of Milwaukee, the Princi- 
pal Long, Talks About his Deal. 


St. Louis operators in grain have been 
aware for some time past that the St. Louis 
market for June wheat was threatened with 
asqueeze, butitis only within the past ten 
days or zo that prices began to respond to 
manipulation and move upwards in value. 
During last week and since then there has 
been a steady and rapid advance, until to- 
day the market for cash had got upto $1 35, 
with June at the same figures. The short- 
age for June was quite large at the beginning 
ot the month, but since then a great 
many shorts have bought out, 
and the shortace has thus been 
considerably reduced, though now it is esti- 


mated it will reach fuliy a million busbels. 
The party for whom this wheat is bought is 
J. B. Oliver, of J. B. Oliver & Co., a leading 
grain firm of Milwaukee, he haviug it bought 
through the firms of E. M. Samue! & Sons 
Fath, Ewald & Co., D. R. Francis & Bro. an 

Ed. Switzer & Co., of this market. The 
shorts are principally local operators, who 
sold with the idea that re ts of new wheat 
would be heavy in June, but the harvesting 
was so greatly delayed by recent storms that 
it is now thought that arrivals will not 
amount to a great deal, and the bulk of that 
will probably come from Texas. Mr. Oliver 
is now in the city, probably to personally 
direct the management of his deal. He was 
seen to-day by a PostT-DIsSPATCH reporter 
and spoke quite freely of his deal and the 
present and future outlook for wheat. 

Jam a bull on wheat,” said Mr. Oliver, in 
response to the reporter’s hs, “and be- 
lieve in much higher prices. hy, we have 
no surplus of wheat, and bave been living for 
the past sixty or ninety-days on the tail end 
ot the oldcrop. We will go into the new 
crop without a grain of old wheat in the 
world.“ 

„It is understood hore, Mr. Oliver, that 
you are interested in June wheat.’’ 

„es, I am,” he frankly replied. **I bought 
t because I thought it a good purchase, and 
the course of the market seems to bear me 
out. You know how it has gone up.” 

„No, there is no corner,” he returned, 
when the reporter suggested such a thing. 
„I am not a manipulator. I am a merchant 
and: simply bought „ the Wheat be- 
cause I could use it. Why, sir, it 
is not the longs that are putting 
the market up. The millers are 2 the 
cash wheat 2 and 3 cents above the June 
price, and I haven't a bushel of cash wheat 
left. It’s all sold for milling. There is about 
36,000 bushels that goes to millers up in Lowa 
and IIlinois.“ 

„Can a shipping basis be proved at these 
prices?“ he was asked. 

„Of course it ean,“ returned Mr. O. “New 
York is up to $1 51 for June, and I’m sure it 
can be shipped with that margin.“ 

„How high do you intendto put the mar- 
ket for June!“ 

„Well, it will be actually worth $1 44 to 
$1 45 in this market. I think it will go 
there.“ 

„And what is the shortage!“ 

Mr. Oliver about this time must 
have imagined that this interrogation 
was gettin entirely too inquisitive, as 
a rather tired look came over his countenance, 
and he did not come to time as promptly as 
he had been doing. After pausing fora mo- 
ment, however, he replied that the shortage 
was a good deal—** Yes, perhaps that much,“ 
in reply to a question if it would reach a mil- 
lion bushels. ‘*I am only interested in June 
wheat in this market,“ he went on to say, 
— have no deals in Chicago or Milwau- 

ee. 

„Chicago is very bullish on wheat,” con- 
tinued Mr. Oliver. “ The trouble with you 
fellows down here is that you see so much 
fine wheat growing around you that you think 
you are going to have the largest crop ever 
raised. Now, last year Califernia was the 
great exporting State, and this year 
her prospects are not good. Australia last 
year exported fifteen millions of bushels 
of wheat to Europe; now she is importing 
wheat. Weare not going to have such a 
large crop of wheat as people suppose, and I 
doubt if it will] more than average with 
last year’s crop. The European crop pros- 
pects are not so good as they were. They 
have been having bad weather over there, so 
private cabies say, and just nowthat is the 
worst thing that could happen to them.” 

The stock of wheat in this market is down 
very low now, witn probably not over 45,000 
bushels No. 2 red in store. While the mar- 
ket is thus completely atthe merey of the 
longs, and may be squeezed to $1 45, yet it is 
thought the settling price for June will be in- 
fluenced entirely by the figures the month 
oes out at in Toledo, New York and other 
astern markets.

The Remarkable Story of Lieut.- 
Gov. Campbell, 

Which Reflects Seriously on Crittenden, 
and Has Never Been Investi- 
gated—Warren F. McChes- 
ney’s Machinations. 


It has been very generally believed that the 
Governor held very peculiar relations with 
the gamblers long before his recent actions 
lent such vivid coloring tothe matter. Stories 
have been told upon the best authority which 
could lead to no other conclusion. In view of 
Gov.Crittenden’s last act of clemency to those 
gentlemen, it may be interesting to revive the 
‘story of the attempted impeachment of Gov. 
Crittenden, which was engineered by no less 
a person than Warren F. McChesney. The 
story is that when Boland and Kinkead were 
looking for appointments as Police Commis- 


sioners, Governor Crittenden was 
at first very averse to entertaining 
the names. In this emergency the 


services of McChesney were called in. 


His reputation among the boys is couched in 
the words that if Mac can’t fix things no- 
body else need try.” Soon after McChesney 
was enlisted in the case he did fix things“ 
so that Gov. Crittenden experienced a change 
of heart and Messrs. Boland and Kinkead 
were appointed without further objection. 
Before the appointments were made Mc- 
Chesney left Jefferson City ac- 
companied bv W. F. Shea, a 
tailor who does business under the Laclede. 
The gentlemen were very hilarious on the 
train coming down, and offered bets to all 
takers that they could name the new Police 
Commissioners. As nobody would take the 
bets McChesney wrote the names ofthe ap- 
pointees on a piece of paper. and said it con- 
tained the lucky men. Whenthey reached 
Pacific Station, on the Missouri Pacific, Mc- 
Chesney got atelegram stating that Boland 
and Kinkead were appointed, and he imme- 
diately showed how well he could guess by 
showing the same names on the paper he had 
previously written. 

Shortly after Boland's advent as Vice- 
President of the Board, a policeman who did 
not know him arrested him very late. one 
night under mysterious circumstances. Mr. 
Boland was getting out of Mr. McChesney’s 
back door, in the neighborhood ‘of Twenty- 
seventh and Chestnut streets, after midnight. 
The policeman did not know him and arrest- 
ed him as a suspicious  char- 

Explanations were soon made 
the policeman was surprised. 
In the troublous days that followed Bo- 
land’s sudden removal from the board 

IT WAS POSITIVELY STATED 

by several parties that McChesney went to 
Lieut.-Gov. Campbell and endeavored to en- 
gage his services as a lawyer to bring suit 
against a certain “high official,” stating for 
his cause of action that he had loaned that 
high official $5,000 in consideration of the ap- 
pointment of Boland aud Kinkead, and that 
as the former had been removed he would 
like to recover at least one-half the money. 
It was further stated thata note had passed 
from the high official and that Mr. Shea, the 
tailor, could turn the paper up if he wished. 
A Post-DISPATCH reporter called on Mr. 
Campbell in regard to the story and he 
stated that it was exaggerated and not cor- 
rectly told. 

„What is the correct version?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

“J would rather not talk about it,“ said Mr. 
Campbell. 

„Hut it is stated that you have already 
told it to several persons.” 

“Well, I'Il tell you what happened. A man 
came to mein Jefferson City, shortly after 
Boland’s removal. He introduced himself by 
saying, MeChesner is my name—Warren F. 
McChesney, of St. Louis.“ I asked him what 
he wanted, and he replied by asking me 
whether I was a lawyer. I told him I was. 

“Weil, I want a lawyer, and I guess you 
will do,” said McCheaney. 

“Against whom do you want my services?“ 
asked the Lieutenant-Governor. 

„Against ra Crittenden,” answered the 


man. 

“That settles it,’’ said the Lieutenant- 
Governor, who’repeated the conversation as 
follows: “I told McChesney that anything 
that involved the Governor would have to be 
handied by somebody besides myself.“ 

„Did he tell you Wwuat he wanted?” asked 
the reporter. 

„He gave me to understand that he wanted 
articles of impeachment prepared, and I re- 
plied that of course I could do nothing, as I 
was too much interested. Impeaching the 
Governor would give me his place, and I told 
the man that I could not touch the matter, 
even if Iso desired.“ 

„Did he say anything about having loaned 
55.000, as particularizea in the story, and he 
wanted half of it back because Boland had 
been removed?” 

„% No. He did not say so, nor did he men- 
tion any sum. He said that too much money 
had been paid to have the thing turn out in 


this way, and to have their men 
turned out of office in this way. 
He did not desire to bring any suit. 


The impression was that he wanted articles 
Of impeachment prepared, and I closed the 
conversation by saying I could not touch such 
a matter. He did not mention Boland and 
he may have meant somebody else, He stim- 
ply stated that too much money had been 


paid to have these men re- 
moved in this way and that he did not 
propose to put up with it. 


When I refused to touch the matter,“ said the 
Lieutenant-Governor, “the man walked 
away.”? 

Jou didn’t know McCherney personally?“ 

„No, not at all. As the man walked away, 
I asked Senator Walker, who was standing 
near, if that was McChesney. Walker 
laughed and said, ‘Yes. Why, I thought 
everybody knew Warren McChesney.’ ”’ 

„Did you tell Gov. Crittenden about 
this?” 

“Yes, and the Governor said that McChes- 
ney had been to see him the same morning 
and that he had either ordered him out or 
kicked him out of his office; I forget which 
he said.” 

At the time the story was first publisned 
Warren McChesney was interview- 
ed and he stated that “when the 
buck nun gets done throwing hia ——,, 
then I'll have something to say.” Me- 
Chesney was called on yesterday, but he has 
now become a virtuous citizen, and of course 
stated thatthe whole matter was an infam- 
ous lie and that he never paid the slightest 
attention to it. Mr. Shea hie always denied 
his connection with the story.

A CROOK’S CAREER. 


John Casey, the Noted St. Louis 
Till-Tapper and Burglar. 


- 


His Crimes—How He Was Caught and 
Sentenced. 


Born and bred inj St. Louis, John Casey, at 
the early age of fourteen, was a full-fledged 
crook. He appeared upon the stage when such 
notables as Gus Canton, Mike McGuire, Mike 
Coffee and Billy Nevilles were in active life as 
hard cases, and to their fostering he owes 
much of his proficiency in lawlessness. At the 


men, as he displayed a kindrea 
spirit, and took as naturally to deeds of an un- 
lawful character as a duck does to water. Oa- 
sey’s picture was taken for the rogues’ gallery 
in 1876, and the „ description 18

‘now 30 years old, five feet and eight inches in 
11 ＋— slimly built, being one hundred 


and y pounds; hairdark and curly, small 
mustache and prominent cheek bones. His 
eyes are a light hazel, and, for this color, are 
rather wicked-looking. His first work was the 
usual initiatory lesson given to beginners, that 
of oly ap This he followed for a year 
or two; then he started in on burglaries and 
larcenies. In February, 1869, he broke into a 
toy store on Fifth street near Market, and stole 
a lot of valuable articles which he fenced. 
The crime was settled on him by the detectives. 
He was arrested about a month after he plund- 
ered the store, and was tried, convicted and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for two years. 
At the expiration of his sentence he came 
back to St. Louis, and commenced running 
with Gus Canton, the Paugard boys and 
the Barrys. These men constituted the 
very worst characters in the city, and 
they worked together skillfully for some time. 
It became acommon expression among the 
detectives here that the gang was the hardest 
one to settle“ they ever Lad to do with. In 
1874 a good piece of ‘‘supper work’’ or porch- 
climbing was done in the western part of the 
city. A prominent residence was entered as 
the family were at supper and a large quantity 
of diamonds and valuables were taken. The 
police were put On the track of the rpetra- 
tors, who were supposed to be Oasey and 
his gang. Detective Hugh O'Neill worked on 
the case and one night he came across 
Casey and Gus Carton on the 
corner of Tenth and 8t. Charles 
streets, which at that time was about the hard- 
est locality in the city. O'Neill was alone, 
nevertheless he tackled both of the men who 
were known to be handy with the use of 
fire-arms, particularly Cantoa, who had sworn 
never to be taken alive. The two men, ater 
a struggle in which assistance was rendered 
O Neill, were taken tothe lock-up. Sufficient 
evidence was brought to Dear against them to 
warrant an indictment for burglary. Upon 
the trial Casey got two years and Canton five.
